Washington. Feb. M —[Special.] — 


Bills to insure the safety of people at 
sea are again pouring in upon congress. 
After the Slocutn disaster there was a 
flood of such bills, after the Titanic 
disaster another stream of bills flowed 
through the congressional hoppers, and 
now after the Nantueket-Monroe dis- 
aster safety at sea becomes a burning 
issue. 


There is a prospect of legislation this 


time—some kind of legislation, but just 
what no one can tell: The La Follette 
bill has passed the senate, but that 
measure is more in the interest of the 
seamen than many people in congress 
desire. 
In fact the seamen's bill. 


which has been knocking about con- 
gress for nearly twenty years, was en- 
grafted upon the safety at sea bill and 
may be carried through by the sea hor- 
rors which are so fresh in the memory 
of the public. 


Sacrifice to Speed. 


At least two of the recent sea dis- 


asters are attributed by men in con- 
gress to the mad rush for speed—the 
desire of shipowners and captains to 
make fast time and good records. Of 
course the public is always anxious to 
travel by the fastest train, the fastest 
ships and many want to make more 
speed and go by aeroplanes. 


It would not be strange if the legis- 


lation which wilt finally pass should 
contain provisions which will compel 
slower .time in fogs and where danger 
larks in the form of icebergs. 


S«lf Preservation. 


The southern Democrats who voted 


against woman suffrage bad a great 
deal of sympathy for their fellow Dem- 
ocrats in states where women vote or 
where there is a strong sentiment for 
woman suffrage, but they considered 
that self preservation was the first law 
of nature. The strong protest against 
a constitutional amendment for wo- 
man suffrage comes from the southern 
states where the people object to hav- 
ing the ballot regulated In any way by 
national legislation. 
An amendment 


to the constitution providing that a 
certain class of citizens should be al- 
lowed to vote would be ID the nature 
of national legislation on the subject 
of the ballot

Then he added: "I did not 
do that without protection.

30-30 carbine and was able to take care 
of myself."

Making Progress. 


When John F. Sbafroth first came to 


congress nearly twenty years ago he 
introduced quite a large number of 
bills which were considered "freak" 
measures at that time. Among them 
were propositions to amend the consti- 
tution to allow women to vote and an- 
other to change the constitution so as 
to niter the time when the president 
should begin his term and also change 
the time when new members of con- 
gress should begin their service. 
He 


wanted the terms to begin the first 
Monday in January following the elec- 
tion. After many years Shafroth has 
seen the woman suffrage amendment 
reported favorably in the senate, and 
not long ago his other resolution was 


, reported favorably.

LESSON I. 


The Care of the Sbla. 


The most attractive feature In fem- 
inine beauty lies in the texture and 
color of the skin, and a beautiful com- 
plexion will redeem almost any other 
fault in the face. The infant's unde- 
veloped features have no beauty—time 
and character have not yet stamped 
expression on the face, but the soft 
tints of the skin are exquisite. In the i 
young- girl the strongest appeal lies 
in the delicacy of her coloring, and a 
mature woman -without a clear, un- 
wrinkled skin is sadly handicapped. 
Every -woman desires a nice com- 
plexion beyond anything eise, and ev- 
ery woman should possess it. I do not 
believe in the necessity for yellow 
discolorations, 
premature 
wrinkles, 
roughness and eruptions. Nine-tenths 
of these come from improper treatment 
or lack of care, the rest from ill health, 
discontent and worry; they can all be 
avoided and in a large measure over- 
come. 
v 


Care of the Child. 


Few women take proper care of the 
skin, and this abuse dates from child- 
hood. Kecently I paid a visit to what 
seemed an ideally appointed nursery. 
The mother, a college trained woman, 
married to a man of wealth, was abl« 
to give her three little girls every ad- 
vantage that science and means could 
afford. 
They were under the charge 
of a trained nurse, who seemed to take 
perfect care of them in every respect, 
save that she did not know how to 
wash their faces. 
How I longed to Interfere when I 
saw her scrub each face vigorously 
with a square of rough toweling, rub- 
bing their faces downward and drying 
them in the same manner, -without 
thoroughly rinsing away the soap she 
had too lavishly 
used. 
What was 
wrong? Why, to my mind, everything 
was wrong—the cloth, the soap, the 
manner in which they were used, and 
the lack of proper rinsing. 


Keep the Face Cleaau 


This is my rule for washing the face 
Of a young child. During infancy noth- 
ing rougher than absorbent cotton 
should touch the face; as the skin 
thickens, a square of soft linen Is bet- 
ter, 
as it offers more resistance. The 
cloth should be absolutely clean, that 
is, it should be washed in boiling water 
after each using. Babies need no soap 
on the face; when the children get to 
the grimy age soap may occasionally be 
necessary, but it should not be applied 
directly to the face or to the -wash- 
cloth. Instead, make a strong: lather 
of soap, dilute it until it Is lukewarm, 
and wash the face, gently, but thor- 
oughly, with this. 
Follow this with a thorough rinsing1, 
first with lukewarm and then with 
cold water, until there is no trace of 
soap on the skin. Then wipe the face 
with a series of gentle pats, never rub- 
bing the skin downward, but always 
upward and across. In fact, never rub 
the skin at all, simply pat It dry. 
Washed In this war. the skin is per- 
fectly clean, every particle of soap 
removed, the douch of cold water has 
hardened it against contact with the 
air. and it has not been stretched or 
made coarse by hard treatment. 


Delicacy *f the HMSMB Ski*. 


There is no substance known so deli- 
cate as the human skin: it Is elastic to 
a great degree, capable of absorbing by 
means of the exterior surface and tiia 
capillaries that nourish it; it is keenly 
sensitive to heat or cold, and it should. 
In short, have the greatest possible 
care. But. on th<- '"ntrary. It i* gen- 
erally very rough]- treated. A woman 
will upend hours wa<' ing and drying a 
delicat' piece of <~-iM-oid*ry or 
or. fearing to tnj«t IT own skill, 
will send It to a r^feMlonal cleaner. 
t>ut she win Kiv« in,if a minute to 
washing her child 5 face, nslnic strong 
soap and a rotich cloth as aids, and 
a few years later wonder why the 
child has not a good complexion.

"white slave" law, known as the act 
penalizing pandering, has been made 
by Common Pleas Judge Thomas B. 
Fulton su&taJhing the position 
of 


Prosecutor J. Howard Jones m the 
case of the State of Ohio vs. Frank 
Ritchey. 


Ritchey is one of two cousins un- 


der indictment for bringing Alice 
Joseph, an Arabian girl, from Mus- 
kingum to Licking county for im- 
moral purposes. 


Judee Fulton's decision came in 


overruling *he demurrer to the in- 
dictment. 
This demurrer .filed by 


Attorneys Kibler & Kibler, 
repre- 


senting Frank and Charles Ritchey, 
charged that the 
indictment 
was 


faulty in that it did not state that 
any threats or promises had been 
made to entice the Joseph girl; that 
it did not state 'the place to which 
she was taken, and that it did not 
state that she was detained against 
her will by threats, force or 
per- 


suasion. 


The court declared the indictment 


sufficient in that it asserted she had 
been enticed by deception and un- 
lawfully detained. 
• 


The Ritchevs. it will be remember- 


ed, were arrested after they 
were 


alleged to have spent the night with 
the girl in a local rooming 
house. 


The Joseph girl is a ward 
of her 


uncle, an Assyrian fruit merchant 
in Crocks'^ ille.
